The defense alleges harassment, surveillance, —

This material is. repetitious of the 
material in the civil complaints - WKLD/OC verses FBI, in 
which testimony was given by plaintiffs, FBI Agents, and 
other witnesses. USDC Judge ANDREW W. BOGUE, District of 
South Dakota, in a memo décision dated. 9/26/73, stated 

in part as follows: 


"The plaintiffs refused to testify concerning 


an electronic surveillance. --- There was no 
evidence of any continuous pattern of 
harassment or interference. Furthermore, 

it appears that the incidents were initiated 
and occasioned by the plaintiffs themselves. 
The explanations given by the FB1 appear _ 
highly reasonable and are substantiated by 
evidence such as pictures, and third-party 
testimony.
